Charles Stmart,and given them to the honorable Parliament, which 
were indeed art firſt confirmed by him ,. before his evil Countel had 
drawn him away from them ; therefore none can lay they gather. 
ed together without him, to conſpire againſt hin®, for they gathered 
together to him; and were confirmed by him, and with him, and he 
with them; and ſo were a lawful Afſembly of Magiſtrates according 
ro the Law of God. and a lawful Parliament according co the Law 
of Nations ; and from this lawful Aſſembly, and powers ordained * 
of God, he withdrew, and by evil Councel rent himſelt from them, 
and would come no more at thern , notwithſtanding all the invitari- 
ons they gave him in all humility, as will yer appear by cheir Propo- 
fitions and Remonſtrances : all which plainly ſhewerth che immedi-

And further , let it be conſidered , that God will haye the living 
men'to know that the moſt High raleth inthe kingdom of men, 
and giveth it to whomſoever 4 will, yea, and ſerrerth over it the 
baſelt of men, Dan.4.17 Now if the Lord will take a Kiygdom 
from a King , and give irto the baſeſt of men ; how can the molt 
honourable of men help it ?

was the pride and wickedneſs of their hearts, and not the leaft; *but 
the greawſt of all the fins they committed; 'to chuſe any other Ki 
to rule over them but God onely. For the clearing of which,I ſhall 
examine theſe following Scriptures. | 

1 Sam:8: 4, 5,6, 7, 8,9. weread that all the elders of IF 
rael gathared themſelves together , and came ts Samuel, and 
ſaid , Behold, thou art old ,, and thy ſons walk not in thy ways ; 
* now make u aking to judge us, lthe all the nations. Here wee 
the pride and wickednels of their hearts , in that they would haye a 
King to judge them, like all other nations, whom God had giver up 
to walk in their own wys, and according tothe luſt of their own 
hearts» Therefore obferve what followed : firſt, ic diſpleaſed '$4- 
»melche Prophet of the Lord : ſecondly, he ptayed to the Lord, 
and ſought him about it : thirdly , the Lord anſwered, faying, 
Hearken to the woice of the people in all that they have ſuid 
#uto thee. : for they have not rejefted thee , but they have re- 
jetted me, that I ſhould not naign over them : according to” all 
the works which they have done ſince they came out of Egypt, 
even to this day, wherewith they have forſaken me, and ſerved 
other geds, ſo do they alſo nnto thee. Now therefore hearken to 
their veice : howben, yet proteſt ſolemnly unto them, and ſhew 
them themanner of the king that ſhall reign over them. 

Thus we ſee, that though they pretended good init, namely, that 
it was becauſe Samwel's ſons werk wicked - yer the Lord was afi- 
gry with them , and ſaid that they rejected him in ſo doing : not- 
withſtanding he gave them their defire , which was a King , bur it 
was in his anger ; and he took him away again in his wrath. * See 
Hoſ.13.11, | 

Again, when Sammel had declared the manner of their King, 
and told them that they ſhould cry out in that day bec aule of thetr 
King which they had choſen,but the Lord would not hear them yer 
ſtill they refuſed to obey the yoice of Samwel, and faid, Nay. but we 
will have a king over us , to judge us, and 7 out before us, and 
fight our battels , that we may 3 like all the nations. 

So Samwel rehearſed all theſe words again in the ears of the 
Lord,by which he wasprovoked,and faid in his anger,Giye them a

Agd thus have 1 ſhewed plainly , that it was not atall of God, 
but contrary tO his holy will , that ay ſhould haye the {me of a 
King over his but himſelf , and it did ariſe from the pride 
and corruption of the people, as further appearcth in theſe words : 
Hd Samnel ealled the children of Iſrael together nuts the 
Lord to Mizyeh, and ſaid . Thus ſaith the Lord God of [ſra-

Ko mult not 713 fate after his > A for Wo but he 
mult be a man after their own corrupted hearts : And who is that? 
Truely one of the Blood Royal, one that is by deſcent come out of 
the loyns of the Lords Anointed , as they apprehend. Therefore 
ſceing, it is ſuch a hard thing to pleaſe thele people, that God him-- 
- ff cannot pleaſe them, (except he ſhould let them walk in their 
own ways, and give them up to their own hearrggpts, as he.did the: 
Nations in times paſt which he deſtroyed ) Why then ſhould I, or 
any man under heayen, think to pleaſe them by freaking the truth ? 
Yet netwithſtanding I will perform my duty at this time, to my 
country-men and acquaintance according to the fleſh ; and would 
Sadly make uſe of the talent or mite which God hath given me, for 
r 


ir profit, and his glory. 

Therefore I ſhall ſpeak a few words to theſe two things ſo ſtum- 
bled at amongſt men , v4z, the Royal Blood, and the Lords An- 
ointed. It may be, if theſe ſtumbling-blocks were takey away, men 
would walk more uprightly, and in leſs danger. And firft, I ſhall 
ſpeak of the Royal Blood. 

I would gladly learn of any man, from whence the Royal Blood 
came firft. Not that I deny that there is Royal blood , or perſons 
noble and honourable, and to be honoured more then others : but 
my queſtion is, How they came ſo ; whether by Generation, or Ex- 
altation. If by generation, and ſo muſt continue, then I ſhall eafily 
proye

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prove that. all the men ig the world are of-the Royal. blood, and ſo 
have all right to be Kings and Princes, one as- well as another , if 

that give them right. Aud ifs do nor, why do men plead it ? Bur 
it is evident that+the Noble blood comes not by Generation : for 

God hath made of «nc blood all nations of men to dwell upon 
the ice of the earth, ARs 17.26, Now if they were all 

made of one blcod. that was either Noble blood, or Ignoble. If i 

were noble, then all men were noble : for he made them all of one 
blood; and lo they, continue , -and will continue, uatil-the end of 
ages, 

"Therefore it is by Exaltation , namely, when God cxalteth meg 
(as the Prophet faith, P/al.11 3.7, 8.) ont of: the duſt , and lift- 
eth them ont of the dunghill, to ſet them with princes, even with 
the princes of his people ; then they are honorable,and not before. 

Again, if the ſame God will caſt down the ſame perſons for their 
wickedneſs , whom before he exalted-, and pour conterapt and 
ſhame upon them and their poſteriry, and bring them again to dit- 
honour ; Who can give them honour ? Ir is not in the power of all 

the men of the earth to do ir, if they ſhould ſtand up for one man x 
for it,is God that powreth conteppt pon princes , and cauſeth 
them to wander in the wilderneſs; where there is no way, Plal. 
I 07.40. and it is God that changeth trmes and ſeaſons , and 
removeth kings, and ſetteth up kings, Dan.2421\, And itis God 
that turned out the greateſt King that ever reigned upon the face of 
the earth , to grafing among the bealts ; and made him, even that 
head of gold , more contemptible then the bafeſt of men, Dar.2. 
38. with Chap. 4:25. - And'ir is the ſame God that exalteth the 
needy ont of the duſt , and taketh the poor ont 4 the dunghill;

Bur I know that Ignorance hath been the mother of Deyotion ia 
this thing alſo ; and men have put Light for Darkneſs, and Dark- 
neſs for Light , and called Eyil Good, and Good Evil ; ſpeaking 
warn 7 brand ; calling the Lord Biſhops Agvinted, 
the Anointed of the Lord ; and have thrown down Chriſt the true 
Anointed , and, as much as in them lay, haye laboured to lay his ho- 
nour in the duft , revilirg and perſecuting him, in his poor Saints, 
whereſoever they found him , eyen to the death ; not remembring* 
the words of our glorious Lord Jeſus, Afatth.2 5.40. conſidered 
with 45. ich words we underſtand , that what is dorie to his' 
Saints, is done to himſelf, be ir good or evil ; according to his 
words to Paxl, Ats 9.4. Sal, Saul, why perſecuteſt chow me? 
which was his Saints, & cople which contended earneſtly for 
that faith once delivered by himfdf 'And thus haye the Kings of 
the earth flood op, agd the Riilers haye taken counſel together , a- 
gainft the Lord, and againſt his Anointed , as it is written, Af. 4. 
26, 'Therefbre now the Lord that fitteth in heaven , is laughing of 
chem. to fcorn, and hath them in derifion, and is vexing of them in 
his ſoredilpleaſuxe, Pſa/.2. I, 2, 3, 4-5, Raining the pride of all 
cheir glory, and is bringing into contempt all the honourable of the 
eetth-: and thus he poureth contempt upon Princes , by cafting 
down and —_ of them, even by men that have been and are 
baſe and — ein their eyes., , And thus the Lord is vexing 
of them, and will vex them in his ſore diſpleaſure, until he have de- 
Rroyed them from off the catth:becauſe they have vexed, perſecuted, 
and fhed the blood of his Saints,therefore he will give them blood to 
drink : for they are worthy. And thus will God the Lord fer his 
King upon his holy hill of S#vx, and learn all men to know who is 
the Anointed.

Another Quteftion is', Whine ware were called the Lords An- 
ointed before Chriſt came in the fleſh , bur onely thoſe that had the 
rule and dominion over the Jews , which were oe He people of Gol; 
and Abrahane's ſeed according to the fleſh , of w ( as Paw! 
faith) Chriſt, or the Lords Anointed, came. See Row-9.4,5. And 
therefore they were called ſo in the type , as they were figures'of 
(Chriſt) the crue Anointed, that was to come , and be born of che 
Jews, AMatth.1.2. 

If any ſhall objeR, and fay,that Cyrus was called the Lords AR 
ointed, /ſai.45.1. I anſwer , That is the ſame which I faid be- 
fore : for he was at that time King, and had rule and dominion 
over the people of God, Abraham's ſeed : and the Lord tellerh us 
(in verſ. 4.) wherefore he calleth him ſo, in theſe words : For fa- 
cob my ſervants ſake, and Iſrael mine cleft, I have even ca d

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me. And thus the Lord hi hath fully anſwered chat Obje- 
(ion ; and it's clearly proved ,, that none before the coming of 
Chrilk did ever bear the name of the Lords'Anoinged,, ſo much as in 
the type, bur, onely thoſe that were Kings } 2nd had rule over Gods 
own peculiar people, Abrahams ſeed; which teacheth us chus much, 
That none are now the Lords Anointed, but ho (;onely he )that is 
Lord and King over the houſe of Iſrael, Abrahanss 1ecd , which 
is (Chriſt) the Lord, that was borne Keng of che Jews, Mat. 2 2. 
wv God hath Anointed himſelt,; . noc with oyle-oliye ſweetly 
perfumed;bur, with che ue 0 $/aaneſ? above bis fellows, Heb.1.

20. and, be that fabliſherh us with you in Chrift, andbath 
anointed us, is God, who bath alſo ſealed m, and given us the 
earneſt of his Spirit 1monur hearts, 2 Cor, 1.21422. hi 
anointing is as proper to a Begoer, as toa King, if hebe a beligyer: 
and if a King bean unbelieyer , he hath no Right ar all toic ; for 
there i no reſpelt of perſons with God , but he bath choſen the 
poor in this world rich in faith, and heirs of the Kingdome 
prepared for them that love him, James 2.5, And he hath re- 
vealed his Tyh to Babes and Sucklings, and hid it from the wiſe 
and prudent ; Inſomuch that Pas! faith, that none of the Princes 
of this world knew it : For had they known it , they would not 
have crucified the Lord of Glory, 1 Cor.

A noiſe 
ſhall come from the ends of the Earth © for the Lord hath «4 
controverſfie with the Nations ; be will plead with all fleſh: he 
will give thews that are wicked tothe ſword. Thw ſaith the 
Lord of hoſts, Behold,evil ſhall go forth from Nation to Nation. 
This the Lord will do, untill he have ſtained the pride of all their 
glory, {v/iz.) untill he have taken away their Kings, wherein they 
glory, and of whom they ſo much boaſt.

days , Jer. 26.29. chap.37.12,13,14,15. with 1 King. 9.9, 
10. and chap. 24.25 26,27. Theyallo were the men in Chtilts 

days , which by wicked hands brought him to his end ; as it is 

written, At#. 4.26. The Kings of the earth ſtood np, and the 

Rulers were gathered together againſt the Lord, and againſt 

his Chriſt : forof atruth axainf thy boly child Jeſus, whom 

thos haſt ancyimted, both Herod,and Pomtizxa Pilate, with the 

Gentiles, and people of ]ſrael, are gathered together, &c. 

This is the generation the Lord fpeaks of ; Xdat 23, calling of 
of them Serpents, and generation of vipers ; laying to them, How 
can you eſcape the dammation of hell ? beckels they had ſlain the 
Prophets and righteous men that lived in their days, and in the days 
of their forefathers. 

This is that wicked ſpirit of perſecution, which all along from 
Cain to the end of the world hath rgigned, and will reigne'in the 
hearts of all ungodly men and women , to perſecute and kill the 
Saints : Therefore faith Pawl, Gal.4.2g. As thenbe that was 
born after the fleſh, perſecuted bim that was born after the 
ſpirit , even ſo it is now : and Chrift (aith, T he time cometh, that 
whoſoever killeth you, will think be doth God good ſervige. And, 
theſe things will they da unto you , becauſe they have not known 
the Father nor me, Job.r 6.2.3. þ 

And indeed , who haye beea the chicteſt aors in it » but the 
Kings and Princes of the nations, which, as Pax! faith, knew.nor 
God , nor the hidden wiſdogs of Goa : for had they known ro , 
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wy would wot have evncified the Lord of glory , 1Cor.2.7 8. 
and the reaſon did not know it, was , becauſe

the Gns ot their fore-fathers, being at the full ) without reſpeR of 
perſons ; yet it is not without reſpect of their conditions , but ex« 
cepe they repent (as Chritt faith) tbey ſhall all periſh, Luke 1 3,5. 
as we allo lee in Fox. 3.4. When the Lord by the Prophet had pro- 
nounced deſtruction to Nineveh withia fourty days; yet we ſee when 
they acknowledged their fins, and humbled ves betore the 


. Lord, hewas p to forgive them , and ſpare thejr King and 


their City, according to his gratious promiſe, as we may read, /gr. 
x8.6,7 $.9,10. in thele words : At what inſtant 1 ſhall peak. 
concerning a Nation, or. « Kingdoms, to pluck wp or to pull dow 
and deſtroy it; if that Nation againſt whom] have pronown- 
eed, turn from their evil I will repent of the ewil,l rhawght to 
do unto them. And at what inſtamt [ ſpeak concerning 4 nati- 
enand 4. Kingdom , to build and plaint it ; of that nation 
do evil in my fight , that it obey not my woice, then will I 
repe mt 
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repent of the good wherewith I ſaid 1 wonld _ them. 
' Thus we fee, the Lord hath gratiouſly left open a door of re-

your in mind of theſe following particulars : not as one 
proudly mo in hand to teach you, bur humbly and in the fear 
of God toadviſe you ; as one that hath obtained mercy of the 
Lord:

Be wiſe'now; therefore, you that, are the Rulers of the Nation ;

Therefore take heed ye be not conformable totheir Image which 
God hath cali $owne by you, - and do nor tread in the foorfteps of 
chein- whom” God tath __ by your hands, fortheir pride , 
yaine-glory , coverouſnels an oppreſſon : which. wickedaeſs in 
themy was now come to the. full. But elpeciaily, take heed of per- 
ſecuting the Saints , and men fearing God , forconlcience ſake ia 
the things of God , the which they were deluded and led iintoby 
thoſe wicked Anticl:riftian Miniſters which attended upon them in 
the Biſhops days ; a great part of whom isleft amongſt us to this 
day y: and {ame of them fo transformed inta Miniſters of righteouſ« 
neſs / that they Will hardly be diſcerned from them - bue this need 
be nowonder ; for Paw! faith, the Devill himſelf is rransforwed 
into an angel of light , 2 Cor.11.14,1 5. but by their works they 
may be known. 

Therefore if there be any fectecly inticing your Honours to per- 
fecute men fearing God, which make the holy Scripture a rule both 
for their faith and obedience , you may be lure they are of that old 

eneration the Lord Chriſt ipeaketh of : you may read their genea= 
Poicand ſee whole children they are, Mat.23.27;28,29 30.31, 
72,3 3+343 536,37. compared with Fob» $.44. But I know by 
wofull experience,they have ſomuch of the wiſdom from beneath as 
to call us Hereticks , and peſftilemt fellows, and movers of ſedi- 
tion; and ring lead:rs of ſets: for gfter the lame manner t 
ac:uled Pax! , AR. 24.5. Bur his anſwer is ſufficient for all thoſe 
which tread in his footſteps, and contend carneſtly for that faith

And in a common calamity many times all things fail out alike to 
all; and as dieth the witeman, fodyeth the tool ; and there is 
one eyentto rhe righteous, and tothe wicked; to the clean, and to 
the unclean; to him that ſacrificeth, and to him that facri- 
ficeth not , and ro him that ſweareth , as to him that 
feareth an eath : ſo that no man knoweth either loye *or 
hatred by all the things that are before him in this preſent evil 
world, Eccle.g9.1,2,3. But this we know through believing, that 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt gave himſelf for our fins , that he might 
deliver us from them , and all the corruptious and pollutions that 
are therein through luft > and by him 1s given unto us exceeding 
great and pretions promiſes , that by them we might be naade 
partakers of the divine nature, Let us therefore give all diligence 
to addtoour faith vertue, and to vertue knowledge , and to 
that temperance , and patience , and godlineſs , and brotherly 
kindneſs, and love , that we may be fruitfull in the knowledge 
of Chriſt, and abound inthe work, of the Lord, foraſmnch 
as we know our labour ſhall not be in vane; and if we do theſe

To which anſwer » This is nomore true then that which Ahab 
ſpake of Elijah , when he told him that it was he that troubled //- 
racl, 1 King.t 8.17.18. and therefore the ſam: anſwer mzy well 
ſerve us, (viz.) That it js not wethat have troublgd the Nation , 
by fearing God , and keeping his Commandments, which are 
wvritien inhis Word of Truth; for that « the whole duty of man, 
Eccle.1 2.1 3.butit was he,and his fathers houſe, in that he had for- 
ſakenthe commandments of che Lord,and brought in the command- 
ments.and traditions of men in ſtead therof,as Abab followed after 
Raatins:and therefore in yain did they worſhip God,as Chrilt faith. 
But ler our accuſers remember thoſe prophane days of Liberty , 
which were {et up by Authority, and Books of liberty read in ſtead 
of preaching , by which they rengthened the hands of the wicked, 
that they could not turne from their wickedneſs : for they thought 
all was well.ſo long as it was ſet up and allowed by Authority, and 
read by the Pariſh-Prieſt.

And how to know what power is of 
od,he ſheweth in the 384 verſes;in theſe words : for Xulers and 
ers. (that are of God) are not « terronr to geod works, but to 
the evil. Therefore if thou doeft that which us good , thox ſhalt 
have praiſe of the ſame : for he « the ſeryant of Ged to thee 
for good: and is for the praiſe of them that do well. and for the 
puniſhment of them that do evil. And, faith the Apoſtle, To ſuch 
a power we muſt needs be ſubjeit, not onely for wrath , but alſo 
for conſcience ſaks. | 
Objett. Bur the powers thatare, be of God ; and muſt be o- 
beyed, though they ſhould be wicked. 

' Anſw. 1 denyit : for wicked men in Auth commanding 
wicked things, ought not to be obeyed, but oppoled ; cither aRiye- 
ly, by doing ; or paſſively, by ſuffering. Therefore ſaid the Apoſtle 
ro the Magiftrates, Aft.4.19. Whether it « right inthe fight 
of God , to hearken to you more then to God, judge you. Fnd 
again, Chap. 5. 28,29. Peter and the other Apoſtles told che Ma- 

iſtrares , they ought to obey God rather then them. Thus we ſee 

giſtrates are not to feared and obeyed becauſe they are Magi- 
ftrazes and powers , bur becauſe they are good Magiſtrates, 'and 
powers ordained of God ; ſuch as are for the praiſe of them 
that do well, and a terrour to them that doevill, 1 Per.2.1.4. 
Fberefore ſaith che Apoſtle, Rows. 1 3.3 . they thardo well ſhall nor 
wecd to be afraid of che powers that are of God : bur. we know 
by wofull experience, that thoſe that did well , had moſt cauſe of 
fear, and were in greateſt danger : therefore that power was not
